6.  The  original  term  of  copyright  runs  for  * 

twenty-eight  years.  Within  six  months  befoie*'  3 
the  end  of  that  time,  the  author  or  designer, 

or  his  widow  or  children,  may  secure  a  renewal 
for  the  further  term  of  fourteen  years,  making 
fortv-two  years  in  all.  Applications  for  re-  it.*—** 
ncwal  must  be  accompanied  by  a  printed  title 
and  fee;  and  by  explicit  statement  of  owner* 
ship,  in  the  ease  of  the  author,  or  of  relation¬ 
ship,  in  the  case  of  his  heirs,  and  must  state 
definitely  the  date  and  place  of  entry  of  the 
original  copyright.  Within  two  months  from 
date  of  renewal  the  record  thereof  must  be 
advertised  in  an  American  newspa|>cr  for  four 
weeks. 

7.  The  time  of  publication  is  not  limited  bv  ** 
any  law  or  regulation,  but  the  courts  have  held 

that  it  should  take  place  within  a  reasonable 
time.  A  copyright  may  be  secured  for  a  pro¬ 
jected  as  well  as  for  a  completed  work.

To  secure  copyright  for  a  painting,  statue, 
or  model  or  design  intended  to  be  perfected  as 
u  work  of  the  tine  arts,  a  definite  title  and 
description  must  accompany  the  application 
for  copyright,  and  a  mounted  photograph  of 
the  same,  as  large  as  “cabinet  size/*  mailed  to 
the  Librarian  of  Congress  not  later  than  the 
day  of  publication  of  the  work  or  design. 

*+■  iThe  line  arts,  for  copyright  purposes,  include 
only  painting  and  sculpture,  and  articles  of 
merely  ornamental  and  decorative  art  should 
lie  sent  to  the  Patent  Office,  as  subjects  for 
Design  Patents. 

v.  w-i*  u.  Copyrights  cannot  be  granted  upon 
M*u.r"  *  ‘9y  Trade  Marks,  nor  upon  names  of  companies, 
libraries,  or  articles,  nor  upon  an  idea  or  device, 
nor  upon  prints  or  Labels  intended  to  l>c  used 
for  any  article  of  manufacture.  If  protection 
for  such  names  or  labels  is  desired,  application
